PREFACE 


THis work aims to trace bibliographically the rise and progress of 
natural history in the United States, from the formation of an active 
American Philosophical Society at Philadelphia in 1769, to the close of 
the Civil War in 1865. It purposes to show bibliographically the respective 
roles played by the various individual institutions in the development and 
increase of knowledge in American botany, geology, mineralogy, palaeon- 
tology, and zoology, during this period, which may appropriately be called 
the Pioneer Century of American Natural History. 

During this century the pioneers, individually and collectively, laid the 
foundations for the great achievements in American natural history with 
which we are so familiar to-day. The five chief and most effective agencies 
instrumental in the promotion and diffusion of this scientific knowledge 
were: the (1) Scientific Societies; (2) Scientific Journals; (8) State Geo- 
logical and Natural History Surveys; (4) Natural History Museums and 
Botanic Gardens; (5) Federal Exploring Expeditions and Surveys. 

In the Table of Contents are to be found the names of over two hundred 
and thirty (230) of these institutions, which have contributed directly and 
indirectly, in varying degrees, during the Pioneer Century, to the study 
and dissemination of natural history knowledge. 

The Bibliography aims to record the natural history contents of the 
publications of nearly ninety societies; of twenty-five journals; of thirty-six 
state geological and natural history surveys; of fifteen natural history 
museums and botanic gardens, and of over seventy federal exploring ex- 
peditions and surveys. 

In the publications of these institutions may be found the beginnings 
of the now numerous and distinct branches of natural history : mineralogy, 
botany, geology, palaeontology, embryology, comparative anatomy, physi- 
ology, microscopy, anthropology and ethnology, and zoology, with its 
various subordinate branches, conchology, entomology, herpetology, ichthy- 
ology, mammalogy, ete. ; 

The work is divided into two principal parts which are designed briefly 
to give as follows: Part (A), Bibliographical material pertaining to the 
Pioneer Century and Colonial Times; Part (B), A Bibliographical Portrait 
of the Pioneer Century. The latter occupies the major portion of the book. 
Below the plan and content of each of these parts is given in detail. 
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Part A (VotuME I) 


This part consists of two sections, purely bibliographical, dealing with 
the historical, biographical and bibliographical aspects of these periods, 
with subject and geographic indexes to facilitate ready reference. 

(1) An Annotatep BrstioaRapHy of the Publications relating to the 
History, Biography and Bibliography of American Natural History and its 
Institutions, during Colonial Times and the Pioneer Century, which have 
been published up to 1924. 

This contains over 700 titles, arranged alphabetically by author, with 
extensive subject and geographic indexes (a) and (b), and aims to include 
everything of importance in the history, collective biography, and bibliog- 
raphy of the branches of natural history enumerated above. Where titles 
pertain to institutions treated in this book (in (B)), cross-reference is 
made to same. Such annotations have been made as would indicate the 
scope, plan, arrangement and content of the work, unless already so indi- 
cated in the title itself. Throughout this work references are made to titles 
as, é.g., see BECKWITH, under ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

(a) The Classified Subject Index to the Annotated Bibliography. This 
aims to show at a glance the titles pertaining respectively to the Bibli- 
ography, Biography, and History of any of the sciences named above, as 
e.g., BOTANY: Bibliography; Biography; History. Catch titles, and the 
dates of the publication of the respective titles, are also given. A special 
section entitled CoLon1aL TimEs comprehends the various titles referring 
to this period. 

(b) The Geographic Index to the Annotated Bibliography. This shows 
what has been done in a particular community, state, city, ete., during this 
period, in the different sciences. It also contains dates of publication 
and catch titles. 

(2) A SELECTED BrBuiogRAPHY OF BIOGRAPHIES AND BIBLIOGRAPHIES of 
the Principal American Naturalists of the Pioneer Century and of Colonial 
Times. 

This list contains nearly fifteen hundred titles relating to over six hun- 
dred names of active workers in one branch or other of natural history. 
For a number of workers it has been exceedingly difficult to find anything 
except the briefest notes, and for some others biographical matter does not 
appear to be readily available. 

The compilations contained in both (1) and (2) are the result of a 
personal examination of the entire American scientific literature, and other 
likely sources of information. This examination of course yielded material 
for the various sections of Part (B), which have been incorporated in the 
appropriate places. I am especially indebted for assistance in this connec- 
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tion to the Card Catalogue of Biographies of Scientists in the Science and 
Technology Division of the New York Public Library, and to Dr. J. H. 
Barnhart’s Card Catalogue of Biographies of Botanists. Special mention 
must be made of the printed catalogue cards of the Library of Congress. 


Part B (VouumeEs II anp ITT) 


This part, the principal and most extensive in the book, takes up in- 
dividually the contributions of those institutions which aided in the develop- 
ment of natural history during this period. For the history of natural 
history in America during Colonial Times, when there existed no definite 
organizations for the dissemination of natural history knowledge, see Dr. 
Goode’s excellent essay (see under ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY: GoopE (1)). 

The sections comprising this part of the book are as follows: 

(1) Tue Instirutions WuicH Have ContTRIBUTED TO THE RISE AND 
PROGRESS OF AMERICAN Natura History, which were founded or organized 
between 1769 and 1865, arranged chronologically by their respective dates 
of foundation. 

The order in which these institutions are treated, will be found in the 
Table of Contents with the corresponding dates of foundation or organiza- 
tion. Over 230 of these institutions are dealt with. The material concern- 
ing each institution is divided as follows: (a) History; (b) BrBLIoGRAPHY ; 
(c) Reports; (d) Papers on Naturau History. All the material of a 
specific institution from its foundation to 1865 (with such other biblio- 
graphical material published since, which may be of importance as cover- 
ing this period), is thus to be found in one place. By consulting either the 
TABLE OF CoNTENTs or the INDEx oF INstITUTIONS, the location of the spe- 
cific institution may be easily found. 

Under the History, it is aimed to give briefly such facts as will give an 
idea of the organization, personnel, officers, activities, and subsequent his- 
tory of an institution in its relation especially to natural history. Many of 
the organizations dealt with in this book were not primarily devoted to 
natural history, but contributed in an indirect way, either through a 
medium of publication, or by virtue of their make-up, to the furthering of 
natural history interests. Wherever and whenever possible, quotations from 
the publications of the organization concerned are employed in order to 
give an idea of the aims, spirit and atmosphere of the organization and its 
workers. 

Under the BrsiiocrapHy, it is intended to include such titles as will 
comprehend the history and publications of the Society, which do not appear 
under the following heads: 
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The Reports are applicable mainly to the Exploring Expeditions, the 
State Geological Surveys, and in some cases to the Societies. It is aimed, 
under this section, to give the contents of the Reports of these institutions, 
with references to other editions, whenever possible, and with especial refer- 
ence to the natural history matter contained therein. 

Under Papers on Naturau History, will be found a chronological cata- 
logue of the papers on natural history pertaining to that institution or to be 
found on its publications. Under the Scientific Societies, the papers are 
arranged chronologically under the date of reading, or when that is not 
possible, by the date of publication. The list is prefaced by an enumeration 
of the dates of the various parts of the organ or organs of publication of 
the institution in question. Where papers have been read before more 
than one society, cross references have been given. 

In the cases of Scientific Journals, it is intended to show the natural 
history contents of each number, so that at a glance it is possible to deter- 
mine whether any particular number contains any articles on natural 
history. 

In the ease of State Surveys and Exploring Expeditions, the Papers on 
Natural History include those titles which describe either the collections 
or the examinations made, but which have been published in places other 
than their own Reports. In the case of several important exploring expedi- 
tions, this list contains the only accessible scientific records, as Reports of 
an official character were never published. Notable instances of this are 
the Rodgers & Ringgold North Pacific Exploring Expedition (1853), and 
the Northwest Boundary Survey (1857). Reviews of important Papers, 
Reports, ete., are noted. 

The method of cross-referencing between institutions is illustrated in 
the following examples. After a given entry, a reference such as this 
appears: ‘‘See also Lone ExprpitTion To THE Rockr&s (1819) ;’’ or, ‘‘Rd 
(read) before Bost. Soc. Nat. Hist. (1830), Dec. 12, 1856. In its Proce. v. 6, 
p. 84-9.” The date in parentheses indicates the date of foundation of the 
institution referred to, as, 1819, in which year the Long Expedition to the 
Rockies was sent out by the government; or, 1830, the year of the founda- 
tion of the Boston Society of Natural History. By consulting the Table 
of Contents under the respective dates, the location of more information 
concerning these institutions is to be found quite readily. 

The outstanding institutions during the Pioneer Century, those which 
played the most prominent and successful parts in advancing and promoting 
the cause of natural history, were, with their corresponding dates of forma- 
tion, the AMERICAN PuiILosopHicaL Society, at Philadelphia (1769) ; the 
AcaDEMY oF NaturaL ScreNcES OF PHILADELPHIA (1812); the AMERICAN 
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JOURNAL OF ScrENcE (1818); the Lyceum or Narurau History or New 
York (1817); the Boston Socrmmty or Natrurau History (1830); Massa- 
CHUSETTS GEOLOGICAL Survey (1830); Naturau History Survey or New 
York (1836); PENNSYLVANIA GEOLOGICAL SuRVEY (1836); SmrrHsoNIAN 
INSTITUTION (1846); AMERICAN ASSOCIATION FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF 
ScreNcE (1848) ; WinKss’s U. S. Expiorina Expepition (1838) ; Pactric 
RaILROAD Surveys (1858) ; Ropezrs & Rrivecoup Norru Paciric EXPuorine 
EXPEDITION (1853); AmericAN AcapEMy or Arts & Sciences, BosTon 
(1780) ; Essex Instirute (1848). 

The titles of several thousand papers on American natural history, con- 
tained in the publications of these and the other institutions, are to be found 
in this volume, in their proper places. 

(2) A BrsuiogRapHy oF Books, ARTICLES AND MISCELLANEOUS PUBLI- 
CATIONS RELATING TO AMERICAN NATURAL History. This section contains 
titles not published in the Proceedings and Transactions of the scientific 
societies, the Reports of Exploring expeditions and geologie surveys, or in 
the scientific journals, enumerated under (1). It consists mainly of a 
catalogue of isolated books published by the authors themselves, without 
any institutional supervision or connection, and such articles or papers as 
appeared in obscure or not easily accessible medical, agricultural and in 
some instances foreign journals and newspapers. 

It is divided into two parts, the first containing a list of books and 
papers published prior to 1769, and regarded as the publications of Colonial 
Times; the second, containing titles between 1769 and 1865, and represent- 
ing the literature of the Pioneer Century. 

In the first part have been recorded especially the papers published in 
the Philosophical Transactions of the Royal Society of London, one of the 
very few agencies for scientific publication available to the colonists in 
America. 

Important reviews of books and pamphlets appearing in both lists 
have been noted, chiefly those appearing in the North American Review and 
the American Journal of Science. 

The part dealing with colonial times contains about one hundred titles; 
while the part comprehending the Pioneer Century contains over one thou- 
sand titles. 

(3) CHRONOLOGICAL TABLES OF PUBLICATIONS, Which exhibit the con- 
temporaneity of the publications of the various institutions considered in 
the book, arranged by decades. A special table of abbreviations employed 
in these tables is given on the page preceding TABLE 1—1769-1779. 

(4) An InpEx of AUTHORS AND NATURALISTS, arranged alphabetically, 
aims to show with what institutions an individual was connected. Consid- 
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erably over 2,500 names are contained in this list, a large number of whom 
were, strictly speaking, not active naturalists. 

(5) An InpEex or InstiTuTIONS, arranged alphabetically, to facilitate 
determination of the date of formation of a specific institution. 

All material supplied by the author has been bracketed. The bibli- 
ographical data contained in this book have been given with few exceptions 
from the original sources, after personal examinations. All volumes are 
octavo in size unless otherwise indicated. A set of Tables of the principal 
abbreviations used in this work may be found on the pages succeeding the 
Table of Contents. 

An asterisk before the name of an author in the body of the work (1.e., 
Part B), denotes that he was not, strictly speaking, an American. In some 
cases where men have spent many years in scientific work in the United 
States, they have been regarded as Americans, but the line of demarcation 
is difficult to draw. 

Many of the articles printed in American publications were often re- 
printed in foreign scientific journals. No attempt to check them has been 
made, as they are easily available through the use of the Royal Society 
Catalogue of Scientific Literature for 1800-1874 (see under ANNOTATED 
BIBLIOGRAPHY : Royau Society or Lonpon. Catalogue of Scientific Papers). 

For facility in reference to those who have the serial set of U. S. Docu- 
ments at hand, the serial numbers accompanying the various volumes of 
Documents have been cited, applicable especially to the Reports of Federal 
Exploring Expeditions and Surveys. 

Constant reference has been made throughout this work to that great 
repository of scientific knowledge, especially valuable in connection with 
the early part of the nineteenth century, the AMERICAN JOURNAL OF SCIENCE 
(1818), g.v., which recently celebrated its centennial with the issue of a 
splendid volume reviewing in detail the achievements of American science 
in its various aspects, as comprehended within the pages of that Journal 
(see ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY : CENTURY OF SCIENCE IN AMERICA). I have 
examined the Journal page by page (on two different occasions) from its 
inception in 1818 to 1867, and in this way have gathered the information 
relating to the history, bibliography, ete., of the less well-known institutions 
met with in this work. By referring to this Journal (q.v., under 1818), 
there will be found the natural history contents of the first ninety volumes, 
showing what may be found in each number of the Journal issued, with the 
necessary bibliographical data. 

Frequent reference has also been made to Dr. George P. Merrill’s very 
admirable, and now classic ‘‘ Contributions to a History of American Geol- 
ogy’’ (see ANNOTATED BrsuiograpHy: Merri, G. P. (1)), for criticisms 
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of geological surveys, the work of geologists, expeditions, ete.; in short, 
anything connected with the work of geologists, palaeontologists, and min- 
eralogists in the United States. 

_ My indebtedness is also very great to the extensive and invaluable re- 
searches of the late Dr. George Brown Goode, Assistant Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution, into the early history of American natural history, 
and American science and its institutions generally (see ANNOTATED BIBLI- 
OGRAPHY : GooDE (1) to (7)). 

Special mention should also be made of Darton’s very useful ‘‘ Bibliogra- 
phy of American Geology: 1732-1891 (see ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY: 
Darton). 

For brief accounts of the routes followed by the various exploring ex- 
peditions, reference has been made to Lt. G. K. Warren’s excellent ‘‘ Memoir 
...,’ which constitutes v. 11 of the well-known Pacific Railroad Surveys 
(see WARREN, G. K., under the ANNoTaTED BrsuiocgRAPHY). Miss A. R. 
Hasse’s great series of ‘‘Indexes to the economic material of state docu- 
ments’’ has been especially useful for its lists of state documents relating 
to the geological surveys of thirteen states (see ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY : 
Hassk (2)). 

Particular attention should also be called to Dr. G. P. Merrill’s ‘‘Con- 
tributions to a history of the state geological and natural history surveys,’’ 
published in 1920. References have been made in the appropriate places 
to the comprehensive individual state histories contained therein (see 
ANNOTATED BriBsLioGgRAPHY: Merrit, G. P. (2) ). 

In fact, all the works constituting the ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY have 
been of use in the course of this work. In a certain sense, therefore, the 
purpose of this book has been to both complement and supplement such 
researches as those of Messrs. Goode, Merrill, Warren, Darton, ete. ; 

This Bibliography had its origin in December, 1914, in suggestions made 
by my friend and former teacher, Prof. A. C. Goldfarb of the Biology De- 
partment of the College of the City of New York, and to those made by Dr. 
L. Hussakof, formerly curator of Ichthyology, the American Museum of 
Natural History. I take this opportunity of expressing my appreciation of 
their interest and assistance at various stages of the work. 

In a partially completed form, it was submitted as a graduation require- 
ment in June, 1916, to the New York State Library School, Albany, N. Y. 
To Mr. Walter Stanley Biscoe, senior librarian and bibliographer of the 
New York State Library, my debt is very great, for his generous assistance 
in outlining the work in its early days, and for the privilege of calling 
freely on his unrivalled store of bibliographical knowledge, and bibli- 
ographical methods. 
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Work on the Bibliography was continued while serving as a member 
of the Science Division of the New York Public Library, during 1916 and 
1917. Owing to service with the U. 8S. Army and the American Library 
Association, further activity was suspended during 1918 and 1919. 

Since February, 1920, the entire MSS. has been revised, all the titles 
verified, and numerous and extensive additions made. This re-examination, 
it is hoped, has reduced the errors to a minimum. 

Research has been carried on mainly in the following libraries: the 
New York State Library, Albany, N. Y.; the New York Public Library ; 
the Library of Congress (including the Smithsonian Deposit) ; the New 
York Botanical Garden Library ; the American Museum of Natural History 
Library ; the New York Academy of Medicine Library; the Library of the 
Museum of the Brooklyn Institute of Arts & Sciences; the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden Library; the Boston Society of Natural History Library; the Yale 
and Harvard University Libraries; the Albany Art and Historical Society 
Library ; and the Library of the Academy of Natural Sciences of Philadel- 
phia. I take this occasion of thanking the directors and their associates of 
the institutions enumerated for the many courtesies extended. 

To Dr. John Hendley Barnhart, the bibliographer, and former librarian 
of the New York Botanical Garden, I am profoundly grateful for the many 
kindnesses he has shown, for the very helpful advice in the preparation of 
parts of the MSS., and for placing at my beck and call his extraordinary 
bibliographical knowledge of botany and natural history generally. If 
botany is unusually well represented in this work, it is due to Dr. Barn- 
hart’s efforts to remind me of everything coming within the scope of the 
work. 

During the course of nine years many have rendered assistance of one 
sort or another, and I wish to place on record my appreciation of these 
efforts.

In conclusion, if this bibliographical portrait or picture of the achieve- 
ments of the pioneer institutions and the pioneer workers aids in disseminat- 
ing a further knowledge of what has been accomplished during, and of what 
has been written about the Pioneer Century of Natural History in the 
United States, the object of the work will have been attained.
